Up to the advent of the mass immigration westward, the ranchers 

WERE IN COMPLETE CONTROL OF THE ENDLESS GRAZING LANDS. BY THE YEAR 1887. 
THE HOMESTEADERS WERE PLOWING UP THE PLAINS. FENCING IN THE LAND, AND 
OFTEN ISOLATING WATER HOLES, SO NECESSARY TO THE CATTLE. THE CATTLE- 
MEN WERE SWIFT TO WAR ON NESTERS WITH GUN, FIRE AND THREATS. THE DAY 
OF THE OPEN RANGE WAS OVER AS THE GOVERNMENT 
TOOK THE SIDE OF THE FARMERS. HOWEVER IN TIME, 
ENMITIES WERE FORGOTTEN AND THE WEST

During the days of the open range, the sheepmen were the curse of the plains. 

HUGE FLOCKS OF SHEEP NIBBLED THE GRASS TO ITS ROOTS, THEIR SHARP HOOFS THEN 
CHOPPED THE ROOTS TO BITS SO THERE WOULD BE NO REGROWTH. MILE AFTER 
MILE, PRECIOUS CATTLE GRAZING LANDS WERE RUINED. AND SHEEP WADING 
IN WATER HOLES LEFT A PUNGENT, WOOLY TASTE 
THAT THE CATTLE AND HORSES DETESTED. IT 
IS LITTLE WONDER THAT THE COWBOYS DEALT 
SO HARSHLY WITH THE SHEEPHERDERS
